Special Whitsunday Offering 


The Diocesan Council asks that the following state- 
ment be published: 


The Diocese please take notice: 


“The pledges toward the Church’s Program were 
slightly under $30,000. The Diocesan Council felt that 
we should not cut down our meager pledges for the 
general work of the Church. They, therefore, pledged 
$10,000, leaving the Diocese less than $20,000 for its 
own work. It was obvious when this division was 
made that we would have to raise some extra money 
as was done last year through the generous voluntary 
offerings of some of our people. 

“Since that decision the National Council has cut 
off altogether our wer of $1000 for Japanese 
and Chinese work. A careful estimate shows that if 
we are going to carry through this year without in- 
curring indebtedness we must have $4000 more for 
the diocesan missions and other Council activities. 

“Now comes an urgent message from the National 
Council. The deficit for 1933 was $500,000. The de- 
ficit for 1934 will apparently be about the same. The 
Council hopes for offerings from the Church before 
General Convention of $1,000,000. The first $500,000 
will go to balance the budget for 1934. Whatever 
comes in addition will go toward payment of the 
1933 debt. 

“On the basis of this Diocese’s share in the fund 

raised to cancel the great debt which faced the 
Church at the Convention of 1925 the share of our 
Diocese in this $1,000,000 would be about $8000. The 
Council proposes to the Diocese that we should have 
on Whitsunday a special offering as we did two years 
ago for these added obligations. The first $8000 will 
be divided fifty-fifty between the Diocese and the Na- 
tional Church. All above that up to $12,000 will go 
to the National Council. 
- “Tt is not proposed to have a campaign, in the sense 
of any attempt to approach individually every mem- 
ber of the Church. It is proposed that the clergy be 
asked to present the matter to their people in order 
that everyone should be informed, that envelopes and 
pledges be distributed and: that the offering on Whit- 
sunday go to this purpose.

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Wayside Cross Pilgrimage 


To my fellow pilgrims in the Diocese of Califor- 
nia: Hisperia and Annette, Parkfield and Paso Robles, 
Pozo, Simmler and Shandon, Jolon and Lockwood, 
Hames Valley, King City and San Ardo—the romance 
of the open country rings out with the sounding of 
these names. What a lot of happy memories come to 
me after even so short a time of six months as Arch- 
deacon. There I saw a dear lady, well on in years, 
about to ride over her ranch to look after the calves; 
there I saw pictures of daring riders of rodeos, and 
there I saw the strong women of the range whom 
brave men win. There, in the moonlight on the hill- 
top one Saturday, whole families gathered for an 
hour of worship and for another hour of refresh- 
ments and games. 


Through that country Deaconess Phelps and Padres 
Thackeray and Hirst drove me and introduced me to 
the folk who find true happiness in the silences of 
the great out-of-doors. Into that part of the Diocese 
the folk bid you come on a pilgrimage to the Way- 
side Cross. 


Year after year, Dr. William Ford Nichols, our 
greatly beloved Bishop, paused at a curve on the road 
and saw in the distance the great valleys of his undi- 
vided Diocese, the valleys of the Salinas and of the 
San ae.

The pilgrims will meet at the Japanese Tea Garden 
in Golden Gate Park and be ready to leave promptly 
at 9:15 a. m., May 5. The schedule has been carefully 
made out and at no time will it be necessary to drive 
faster than forty miles an hour, and through the hills 
at not over fifteen or twenty. The first stop will be 
made at Christ Church, Los Altos .at 10:40 a. m.

Paul’s Church, Oakland, with 1125 persons present, 
announcement was made that a new organ had been 
designed as a memorial to Dr. Alexander Allen, rector 
from 1906 to 1932, and as a memorial also to others 
whom members of the parish and other donors to the 
organ fund wished to remember in love and grati- 
tude. The new instrument will be a three-manual and 
pedal organ with 49 stops and 2908 pipes, each or any 
number of which may be sdected by donors as a 
memorial to Dr. Allen and also to commemorate any 
relative if desired. 

The organ will cost approximately $15,000 plus cer- 
tain expenses connected with its installation in the 
church. The Austin Organ Company of Hartford will 
be the builder. If enough gifts are received this month 
to warrant the vestry in authorizing immediate con- 
struction of the organ it will be ready for use in Sep- 
tember. The first subscriptions from the parish were 
received on Sunday, April 8, at the 11:00 o’clock 
service, when Bishop Parsons confirmed sixty per- 
sons in St. Paul’s Church. Additional gifts are ex- 
pected during the month. ;It is hoped that many who 
were baptized, prepared for confirmation or married 
by Dr. Allen will contribute a memorial gift and pos- 
sibly others who knew and loved him. 

His ministry continued in Oakland for twenty-six 
years. He was a member of the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese and of the General Convention from 
1919. As The Pacific Churchman stated at the time of 
his passing, “St. Paul’s stood at the forefront of mis- 
sionary-minded parishes in the Diocese and_ the 
Church. That was his work. He ungrudgingly gave his 
service to the Diocese—Standing Committee, General 
Convention, Committee on Canons, Cathedral Chap- 
ter.” 

His death on July 24, 1932, came fifty-one years 
after his ordination as deacon. Before coming to Oak- 


land in 1906 he served the people of the Church at 


North Platte, Nebraska; Fremont, Nebraska; Lincoln, 
Nebraska; Aspen, Colorado; East Orange, New Jer- 
sey; Sedalia, Missouri, and Springfield, Illinois.

Following the Federated Church Survey 
By a Cathedral Layman 


Interviewing for the purpose of extending a hearty 
invitation to people to attend divine service and make 
a church home proves a very interesting work. It 
must be undertaken with spirit. The first sentence of 
the interview must be arresting. As soon as possible 
the interests of the person interviewed must become 
the dominating subject of the conversation. From 
that a lead to church background is often furnished. 
The visit should be made to stand out as a pleasant 
experience for both the called-upon and the caller. 


Some of these experiences are so definite that a 
relation of them may prove interesting to readers. 
An early forenoon call was upon an elderly lady in 
an upper apartment, most modestly furnished. My 
first word was, “Good morning, I understand you are 
interested in the Episcopal Church and I come in a 
brief visit to extend a hearty Easter greeting.” The 
rejoinder was, “Yes, I am decidedly interested since 
1863, when I was confirmed in old Grace Church. 
Come in, for this is the first time Ive been called 
upon by a churchman in years.” Then I entered into 
her life in the Church and what it had meant to her. 
We discussed old families that had belonged to Grace 
Church. She then related having moved away and 
taking letters from Grace but had not taken letters 
upon her return, as she was away quite a long while 
and upon coming back had failed to connect up with 
the old life, as so many of her friends were scattered 
or departed. Did I think that I could get her name 
enrolled on the congregational list? She had nothing 
io give now but her love for the Church, bound up 
with a lot of wonderful memories, but she would ex- 
perience great joy if she could be enrolled again, 
though her infirmities precluded her coming to the 
church. When I left she was profuse in her thanks 
for the call and I was cheered to think how just a 
little more walking and a little more stair-clmbing 
had brought not only an interesting moment but an 
effective, spiritual joy to both of us. 


Another call was at a little tailor shop. “Are you 
Mr. Barclay?” I asked. “Yes,” he said and smiled a 
welcome. “Your name has been turned in by the sur- 
vey as having an interest in the Episcopal Church.” 
“And indeed I have,” said he, “the son and brother of 
a clergyman and I, you see, am the black sheep of 
en English family—or more properly perhaps the 
wandering sheep. Though I’ve knocked about the 
world a lot I am always glad to call myself a church- 
man.” And right there I got him to tell me some- 
thing of his wanderings, which included a trip to New 
Zealand sixty years ago. His business venture was not 
going so well and he joined the Mounted Police—had 
sot his man, a murderer, and brought him back 150 
miles bound and delivered him to the authorities. 
“Mind you,” he said, “I was mightily afraid when the 
duty was assigned to me.” Tiring of that he had gone 
to London and engaged in the manufacture of clay 
pipes, the story of which was interestingly told, in- 
cluding the strange customs of his workmen. It 
seems that while they rolled the clay for the pipes in 
their hands, they had sitting by them their caged 
canaries and actually instructed them in singing, 
against the time when an exhibition contest would be 
held. The pay-off on Saturdays was all too often the 
occasion for a visit to the pawnshop to redeem some 


household trinket and then a prolonged visit to the 
“pub.” On Monday again in went the treasure to the 
pawnbroker. I listened well to the many ups and 
downs of his life and received thanks for my call. 

It was a lesson in contentment to me. This smiling, 
elderly, frayed yet jaunty, man looking ever on the 
bright side. Here was one who had possessed vastly 
more in comparison to present worldly circumstances 
making a valiant fight for a mere existence. He and 
his elderly wife both were cheerful in drab surround- 
ings. As the visit came to a close, “I shall be with you 
on Good Friday,” said he. “I never miss that day. 
But on Sundays, well, you will have to excuse me— 
that’s my day for lifting some other fellow’s load.” 


Calvary Church, Santa Cruz

of the Episcopal Church, who helped to fill the church 
almost entirely before the end of the three hours.

San Francisco Young People’s Conference

The address is to be given by 
Mrs. M. C. Sloss, vice-chairman of the National Com- 
mittee for the Mobilization of Human Needs. Follow- 
ing a program of recreation, a preparation service 
will be conducted by the Rev. Charles P. Deems, D. 
D. Saturday morning the conference will open with 
the celebration of the Holy Communion, the celebrant 
being the Rev. Mr. Hulsewe. The group, after break- 
fast, will divide according to their interests in the fol- 
lowing topic: “The Attitude of Christian People 
Toward Those of Other Races,” under the leadership 
of Miss Katherine Mason; “What Is Our Christian 
Responsibility Regarding War?” leader, Mr. Graham; 
“The Attitude of Young People Toward Economic 
Problems,” the leader being the Rev. H. G. Gardner. 
After lunch and a period of recreation, the closing 
session will give opportunity for a summary of the 
findings of these discussions in the entire conference, 
the summary to be made by Father Viall. 

At the Oakland conference, to be held in Trinity 
Church on April 13 and 14, the main address on Fri- 
day evening will be made by the Rev. George West 
jarrett, director of religious education, St. Paul’s 
Church, Oakland.
